the "plnata.” Every child begs and 
•crept* and save* the centavo* for 
week* and montha ahead. All kinds of 
articles are inode rapecl&Uy for this 
ceremony and every family vice with 
tta friends and neighbor* to have Its 
ptnata more tieaadful and fanciful than 
any one vise's. 

The plnuta la really an earthenware 
utensil w hlch ta In general uae fur cook¬ 
ing. It Is called In common parlance 
cn olla and la of brown pottery some¬ 
thing like the old fashioned part hen- 
ware crocks uattl In the north before 
enamel ware became the fad. 

The plnatas are large or small, as the 
pane uf the purchaser permits. They 
are round, pot bellied and very Urge at 
.the top. They are sold from dour to 
door on the streets and in the markets. 
They coat only 10, 13 or 20 cents vaa, 
hat the oils Is the least expensive part 
of the game. 

The body of the olla for a woman la 
covered with tissue paper; then a crin¬ 
kled paper drees Is fashioned: then a 
bodloe la built up draped to represent 
• loose white waist, and above this la 
f>laced a false face. The hair la made 
with black paper, braided into one long 
plait at the back, os the women wea* 
their hair In Mexico. Sometimes a 
white tehuann headdress ta made of the 
lace paper used by baker* and confec¬ 
tioners 

A flower plnata Is decorated with 
large paper flower* In every color of 
the islnbow. Itod. white and gr e en rib¬ 
bons, forming long streamers, and *0- 
rer and gold tinsel, glam bans and col¬ 
ored tights all help to make the flower 
ptnata very beaotlfuL The pnartbfTtttes 
far dressing three plnatas are 
la a large family the mother 
da tig h te r * have their own plnatas. and 
great secrecy la maintained In the dec¬ 
oration of the olla. It la the aim of 
each to devise as original i dreeatng 
tor the ptnata as pomlblA and ft can 
be mads a very extravagant ornament, 
la the Camlltaa of wealthy Mexican* 
the luxury of the plnata often mounts 
Into thousands. 

After the oils la decorated to (he taste 
IK Is filled. The filling consists at pea¬ 
nuts. heart not*, hard candles. Ilka 
Marten. and all kinds of Mexican 
ftnlore Three dulcre are candled fruits, 
sot paste, etc. 

Christmas night the ptnata* are car¬ 
ried In g reat state Into the eala and 
•Depended from the celling one at a 
tfcna. AD the relative* of the family 
are p r es en t, and a* cousin* of the fifth 
•nd sixth degree are recognised and 
ehlYleen see very numero us them 1* 
large gathering They all 
ry demurely on chain ranged la 
around the walla of the room, 
person is co mmut ed master uf, 
the eldest eon nr daughter 
•f the hnuag Fit or she stands tn tbs 
■Mile of the room. Near by la a jar 
or umbrella stand filled with aptaaoo 
re— or sticks When everything ta 
sandy a child or grown person Is se- 
lacked and called by name. She cornea 
forward and la blindfolded. 

Then the fun begin*. The person 
blindfolded Is turned round and round 
aatn ah* loses all knowledge of where 
(he plnata bangs. A cane 1* put to her 
bands, and she la told to hit the ptnata 
aad try to break It She la given three 
rhanrtu .If ab« fills to kit It she alts 
down sited laughter and (Mlrnto. If 
■he hits It without breaking tt the ta 
entitled to a small prtoe. 

And so It gore on, one after another 
being called up. blindfolded and given a 
cane and throe chancre to break the 
ptnata Finally one more fortunate 
(ban the rest succeeds tn giving a hard 
«wough blow, nnd. crash, the ptnata 
Cabs to the grounds In hundred* of hits, 
and Its content* are scattered far and 
wide. 

A wild scramble ensure. Everybody 
rushes forward to gather as much of 
the spilled content* as possible. 

The fortunate breaker of the plnata 
get* a handsome prlre and 1a awarded 
the seat of honor. Fie or she sits down 
and la debarred from another trial at 
breaking another ptnata. A* soon as 
the confusion dire down and ordec^Ja 
somewhat restored another olla Is hung 
np and the same routine gone through. 
Bo the fun continues until the last pins- 
ta Is broken, and then the prime are 
awarded.

THE OCO PORTA GE ROAD.

For some time prior to 1B0Q travel 
Ftaonaytvanla had beeo la ca- 
aod ta rteer barges praps Bed by 
putee or along the etwere of steers by 
4 toot aad by talar*suing 
ou Indian cr«Ua» connecting 
points on the different riven.

•olid m aa onr y aliuugt Intact after more 
than a century has paaaed The oom 
p lotion of the Old Portage railroad by 
the state of FNmnayhranla In 1834 put 
an end to the time honored "reach and 
six," with the many picturesque and 
commodious Inna and taverns along tbs 
line of this broad macadamised toll 
road, which with Its substantial con 
struetlon waa in point of eoduranc* 
second only to the Roman military 
roads of Great Britain. 

This Old i'ortagu road was construct¬ 
ed from material brought from Eng¬ 
land. The British government sent 
over experienced engineer* to Instruct 
the Americans in the running of the 
stationary steam engines used upon 
the inclined planes of the road tn the 
Allegheny mountains. The railroad's 
highest point waa about 2.70U feet 
above sea level, being only 2U0 feet 
lower than the neighboring hill, which 
la the highest point of the Allegheny 
mountains In INsunaylvaola. The road 
consisted of ten planes, five of which 
were on either aide of the mountain 
and Intervening levels. In 1833 the 
canal boats were so constructed that 
they could be taken in sections and 
hauled over the mountain on Oat car* 
without disturbing their cargoes. The 
rails were secured to stone sleeper*, 
twenty Inches square, which were sunk 
In the ground. 

Ou the Okl FHxtage road the best 
time for the forty miles between Hoi- 
Udaysburfe and Johnstown was twelve 
hour*. Express trains on the Pennsyl¬ 
vania railroad now run a closely par 
allel distance over the Allegheny moun 
tains In a trifle over one hour. The 
passenger traffic on the road In those 
day* waa usually limited to one car 
each way a day, with a capacity of 
thirty passengers. 

In 1834 the r'ennsylvanla Railroad 
company bought the Portage road from 
the state of Pennsylvania.—Chicago
